St. Petersburg, Jan. lb.—Russia is 


not to give UP hopes of ending the 
war with a successful issue for Rus- 
sia 
The czar has sounded the key- 


note of the policy which is to bo pur- 
sued in the coming' months of the 
contest in his address to the soldiers 
and sailors of, his armies on the fall 
of Port Arthur. Not only has he (lor.e 
this but it is also sakl he has per- 
sonally subscribed 
i'argc sums 
of 


"money for the equipment of more 
vessels to be sent to the east to again 
try and wrest the sovereignty of the 
.eastern waters from 
the 
Japanese, 


The czar's 'expressions point clearly 
to the continuation of the 
conflict 


indefinitely and the hope of an ulu- 
late victory for Russia. The czar to- 
day issued the following addrtss to 
the army: 
"Port. Arthur has passed 


into the" hands of the enemy after a 
struggle lasting eleven months, dur- 
ing seven of which the brave garri- 
son was isolated without hope. Nev- 
ertheless they sustained the siege of 
hardships, privations and t'oral tor- 
tures without complaint, determined 
1hal the enemy would gain nothing 
without paying clearly. With a hand- 
ful of men we withstood the enemy's 
furious attacks. 
My brave soldiers 


and sailors, let not this sorrow dis- 
courage you. Our enemy is brave 
and strong, and it is extremely diffi- 
cult'to sustain a struggle at a dis- 
.'ranc.e of ten thousand vevsts, but 
Russia'Is great and Powerful.. 
We 


are greatly grieved by the lack o 
success and the painful losses, bu 
let us not abandon courage. 
It is 


in a sorrowful time, such as this, tha: 
the power of Russia renews .itself. 1 
am confident that the hour of victory 
is coming and thai God will bless the 
dear aniiy and navy in their efforts 
to crush the enemy ami sustain the 
honor and glory of their fatherland."

Washingtcn, J.an. 14.—"I wish to em- 


phasize this particular point in regard 
'.o railroad rate legislation at this 
lime, and only this.

O'Neal contempt case, O'Neal sought 
!x> get his revenge on Judge Slvayne, 
and charged that since O'Neal died 
his funds were to au extent carrying 
on the prosecution. 
This, the speak- 


er 
characterized as "an 
infamous 


legacy of hatred, malice 
and 
re- 


venge." He read from the opinion of 
Judges Pardee, Shelby and McCor- 
mick of the circuit court., of appeals 
in which Judge Swayne was 
sus- 


tained, and In most vigorous man- 
ner declared that If Judge Swayne 
was to be impeached for acting as he 
did in the case of O'Neal the three 
judges named also should 
be 
Im- 


peached. 


Mr. Parker of New Jersey sairi the 


.judge was a victim of persecution, 
that except in the case of the expense'- 
account the alleged impeachable acts 
wore so old and stale that they should 
not now be revived. Mr. Parker said 
other judges had charged up the full 
$JO a day allowance t'r expenses, add- 
ing such evidence had been offered 
the committee and ruled out. 


"It was not offered^' retorted Mr. 


Jenkins of Wisconsin, chairman of 
the judiciary committee, "and it is 
no defense of Judge Swayne to show 
that ten other judges have deliber- 
ately stolen $6,000 out of the treasury 
of the United States."

bate the statement that treasury of- 
ficial always had regarded the $10 a 
day as a fixed charge for expenses 
of judges.
